REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
Crisis like the present test the quality and sincerity 
of everyone’s patriotism and citizenship. The times make 
such unavoidable demands for universal cooperation in 
the many lines of essential regular and’emergency pub- 
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ae 


lic endeavor that the response given may well be assum- 
ed to be the real measure of one’s love of country and. 
his appreciation of the opportunities it offers. Ranking: 
high in the list of public endeavor is the protection of: 
our forests;from fire. It calls for full and generous co-. 
operation by each of us. Fire statisties indicate that: 
better than 98 per cent of all fires in New Hampshire 
are man-caused. If human carelessness could be elimin- 
ated from the problem, the number of fires would drop > 
to a mere minimum of less than 2 per cent of present 
figures and fire costs and losses would reduce in propor- - 
tion. While this goal will not be achieved because of the 
perversity of human nature, the record can be vastly 
improved through discipline, alertness and cooperation. 

Discipline calls for personal restraint from following © 
unrestricted natural impulses to do as one pleases with 
regard to fire; alertness in cautioning others against im-. 
prudent and illegal burning and in promptly reporting” 
fires to the local forest fire warden; cooperation in com- 
plying with laws, rules and regulations governing the 
kindling and care of fires, smoking, safety of mechani- 
cal units, using fire in and near woodlands and assisting 
the local warden in extinguishing such fires as may OC-- 
cur. 

The possibilities of disastrous and expensive woods 
fires are constantly becoming more real. The hurricane 
felled an estimated one and one-half billion board feet 
of standing timber, much of which'was never cleaned 
up. To this hazard has been and is being added extensive: 
areas of slash from additional hundreds of millions cut 
to produce vitally needed wood for the war effort. With 
the stage so set, greater caution is increasingly neces-- 
sary. It will pay substantial dividends in unburned forest: 
areas and the saving of unnecessary fire expense. 

The year 1943 was an extremely fortunate one‘ be- 
cause of favorable weather conditions. Many towns had 
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no fires, some had minor fires while a few had expensive 


ones. The public controls the answer to the 1944 and fu- 
ture years’ fire records. If the public is careful and coop- 
erative the record will be good. 

Your town warden is, perhaps, more perplexed and 
anxious during these war years than ever before be- 
cause of increased forest fire hazards and diminishing 
supplies of available man-power. He looks directly to 
you to aid him. Will you? You can aid him most effec- 
‘tively by always securing the required permit before at- 
‘tempting to burn and by complying fully with permit. 
requirements; by being patient when he advises of de- 
partmental restrictions on permit burning or that he 
deems it unsafe to burn; and by giving him the needed 


assistance in extinguishing fires when he‘needs your 


help. To do so is to meet one real test of citizenship.

Organization and Administration 

Fortunately there was but one change in the regular 
‘teaching force. 

Miss Mary Chesworth resigned to accept a position in 
Salem. She was replaced by Mrs. Beatrice Cobb who 
has had several years of successful experience in Maine. 

Mrs. Clara DeStefano whose resignation as music 
teacher terminated a period of three years of service, 


was replaced by Miss Ruth Napier of Lowell Teachers’ 
‘College. 


In these times of serious teacher shortages Windham 
is fortunate to have teachers of successful experience. 
‘in their schools. 


The contract for transporting pupils of Windham 
‘schools was awarded to John Schumaker, who was the 
only bidder for the route formerly operated by Thomas 
Waterhouse who moved to Florida. 


The problems incident to a war economy still exist. 
‘Lack of materials and man power shortages have pre- 
‘vented the completion of weather stripping the doors at 
the Center School. Up to the present shortages of ma- 
terials has not been felt in school supplies. The only 
way in which this phase of school work has been effect- 
ed has been in delavs in arrival cf the materials and 
“increased prices. We have to allow additicnal time for 
‘manufacturing and transportation and occasionally the 
delays are greater than anticipated. 
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The pupils are regularly purchasing stamps and 
bonds through the schools. In addition to the support. 
such sales make towards the war effort the habit of 
regular savings is a valuable habit that may carry over 
to the future. 

In addition to the regular program of cleaning and 
repairing the pump room at the Center school has had 
some work which aimed to protecting the water sys- 
tem of the schools. An inner door, a ceiling, and a radi- 
-ator were put in the pump room to insure that freezing 

of the pump would not interrupt the school session. 
Schools were closed on two days when the septic tank 
was temporarily out of order. The capacity of the tank 
is such that an annual pumping of it will probably be: 
the most economical (both of time and money) policy 
to pursue. 

The policy of increasing the text books available for 
the use of the pupils has beeh continued. The reading 
program has been extended and revised so as to provide 
for greater opportunity for individual educational ad- 
vancement. New music books have been provided for 
the Searles school. 


Budget 

The overall increase is $939.71. An estimated increase» 
in income of $200.00 makes the net increase for tax 
purposes of $739.70. 

Three items of the budget are responsible for this 
entire amount, transportation, elementary tuition, and 
maintainance. The increased cost of transportation is 
due to two factors, increased cost of regular routes and 
the additional transportation of 5 children to Derry. 
These 5 children also increase the elementary tuition 
costs. Maintainance has been increased to allow for 
necessary repairs and improvements. Increased cost of 
material and labor have caused this item to be too small 
as estimated the past two years. With the exception of- 
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maintainance these items responsible for the increasé 
are obligations that must be incurred and met. The item 
of maintainance is vital for it is the policy of your board 
to exercise eternal vigilance to keep the physical plant 
in condition by making the minor repairs necessary so 
as to avoid major repairs in the future. 


Conclusion 

The schools have had serious problems to meet in 
this war period. There is apparent in all situations an. 
increased tension due to war conditions and the tempo 
of our lives. The schools no less than all other institu- 
tions of our society feel the same nervous strain. To 
keep the schools functioning at normal or near normal 
level is a task that requires constant effort and vigil- 
ance. It is axiomatic that our schools must function as 
nearly normal as possible with increased efforts to in- 
culeate the concepts of democracy in the lives of the 
future citizens of town, state and country. It is vital 
that we, in schools, do our utmost to prevent undue 
sacrifices on the part of our children in depriving them 
of any educational opportunity. 

That the pupils of Windham schools have had little 
interruption in their educational program is due to co~ 
operative endeavors of all entrusted with responsinau: 
ties in connection with school activities. Pupils, paretics, 
teachers and school board have worked conscientiously 
to furnish and utilize the educational opportunities of 
your schools. It has been a pleasure and privilege for 
me to work with school officials who are so interested 
in the welfare of Windham pupils.
